Xcw .Salem had been closed in 1839, 
tliat one of the few special agents 
then assigned to that dnty called on 
Lincoln, then a struggling young 
lawyer of 27, to dose up finally the 
accounts of the office. The former 


postmaster, in accordance with

the agent's visit. The latter, accord- 
ing to the story, presented 
Lincoln 


witli a statement showing a balance 
due the government from the post- 
office amounting to about $17. 


Lincoln, as the memorandum • re- 


lates the story, responded I>y rising 
from his chair, crossing his office to 
an old trunk in the corner, and tak- 
ing from it a cotton rag tied with a 
string. Untying it he produced the 
exact,amount of money demanded by 
the postoffice agent, indicating that 
he had held the sum intact and un- 
touched ever since his retirement as 
postmaster. 


"I never used any man's money but

The agenda for the fifth conference include 
political questions of the greatest import, among them the form- 
ing of an American league of nations and consideration of tlie 
policy to be adopted in" ease of aggression by a uon-Atnerican 
power. Reduction of armaments is another vital topic for dis- 
cussion.

Chile, re- 


gardless of what action this coming congress may take, has de- 
cided to make a substantial reduction in her own standing army, 
the third largest in South America. The reason given is highly 
significant. 
Chile believes there arc no serious causes for dis- 


putes between South American countries, and that any which 
arise in the future will be settled through arbitration, that 
principle having been generally accepted. But if war should 
threaten, it sees the United States in the role of powerful peace- 
maker. There is, therefore, no remaining excuse for keeping up 
large military establishments in South America by nations which 
sincerely desire peace.
